New Delhi, the 28th July, 1989 

NO. RS. 46|89-T.—The following decision d.Lfed 
the 28th July, 1989, of the Chairman, Rajya S.thh.i, 
given under paragraph ti (l) of the Tenth Schedule 
to the Constitution of India is hereby notilicd :— 

“Mufti Mohamad Sayced, an elected Member of 
the Rajya Sabha from the State of Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir, addressed me a letter dated March 10, 1989, 
which reads as follows : 

"As you arc aware, I was elected to the R?j>a 
Sabha as a candidate of the Indian National 
Congress (I) from the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir in 1986. 

However, I have severed my political link and 
affiliation with that party foi the last 
several months, and I have become a mem¬ 
ber of tile Janata Dal. I am also a member 
of the Parliamentary Board oi tile Janata 
Dal and have been functioning outside Pai- 
liament 71 s an active member oi that parlv. 

I am heicby officially conveying this information 
to you to enable you to take such action as 
noli may deem fit in the matter." 

The said letter was referred by me to the Leader 
of the Congress (I) Legislature Party for informal ion 
on March 28, 1989., 

Shri V. Narayanasamy, Member, Rajya Sabha, fded 
belore me a petition on April 28, 1989, under paia- 
giaph 6 of the Tenth Schedule to the Constitution 
and rule 6 ol the Members of Rajya Sabha (Dis¬ 
qualification on ground of Defection) Rules. 1985, 
praying that the Chairman, Rajy.i Sabha, be pleased 
to hold that Mufti Mohamad Sayeed, Member, Rajya 
Sabha, stands disqualified under the Tenth Schedule 
to tile Constitution of India and also declare his ^\it 
in the Rajya Sabha vacant. 

I forwarded copies of the petition and the anue- 
xure thereto to Mufti Mohamad Sayeed and the* 
Leader of Congress (I) Party in Parliament, under 
lule 7 (3) of the said Rules, on May 2, 1989, request¬ 
ing them to forward their comments on the petit'on 
to me within seven days from the receipt of the same. 

I received a letter dated May 6, 1989, from Multi 
Mohamad Sayeed by way of his comments informing 
me that he had nothing to add to what he had alicudy 
written to me in his letter dated March 10, 1989. 

Shri M. M. Jacob, Minister of State in the Ministry 
of Parliamentary Affairs, who had been authorised 
by the Leader of Congress (1) Legislature Party for 
communicating with the Chairman for purposes of 
these rules, in his comments dated May 9, 1989. 

stated that he entirely agreed with the petition of 
Shri V, Narayanasamy. He further stated that Mufti 
Mohamad Sayeed had himself admitted that he hud 
left the Congress (I) Party which set him up i j s a 
candidate for election to the Rajya Sabha and that 
this admission of Mufti Mohamad Sayeed itself vvus 
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conclusive proof of his incurring disqualification as a 
member of the Rajya S,abha on ground of defection. 

After considering the comments of Mufti Mohamad 
Sayeed and Shri M, M. Jacob, Ministry of State in 
the Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs, in relation to 
the petition, I was satisfied, having regard to the 
nature and circumstances of the case that it was ne¬ 
cessary to refer the petition to the- Committee of 
Privileges of Rajya Sabha and l referred the petition 
to the Committee of Privileges on May 11, 1989 for 
making a preliminary inquiry and submitting a 
report to me. 

The Committee of Privileges submitted its report 
to me on July 10, 1989. 

On receipt of this report I forwarded a copy 
thereof to Mufti Mohamad Sayeed and gave him an 
opportunity to appear before me on July 24, 1989, 
to represent his case and to be heard in person bm 
he did not appear on the scheduled date and time. 

Taking into account the statements of Mufti 
Mohamad Sayeed in the two communications dated 
March 10 and May 6, 1989, and the report of the 
Committee of Privileges and in accordance with the 
provisions of article 102 (2) read with the Tenth 
Schedule to the Constitution of India, I hereby 
decide and declare by this order as follows : 


"ORDER 

In exercise of the powers conferred upon me 
under article 102(2) read with paragraph 6 
of the Tenth Schedule to the Constitution of 
India, I, Shanker Dayal Sliarma, Chairman, 
Rajya Sabha, hereby decide that Mufti 
Mohamad Sayeed, an elected member of the 
Rajya Sabha from the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir, by voluntarily giving up his mem¬ 
bership of Congress (I) his original politi¬ 
cal party, Iras become subject to disqualifica¬ 
tion for being a member of the Rajya Sabha 
in terms of paragraph 2 (1) (a) of the 

Tenth Schedule to the Constitution of India. 

Accordingly, Mufti Mohamad Sayeed has ceased 
to be a member of the Rajya Sabha with immediate 
effect."
